LONDON', March 2S.— In conse- 
quence of the emigration boom more 
steamship companies are running ex- 
tra vessels. The Canadian Pacific 
Railway company has engaged the 
Montrose, which will carry over a 
thousand third class passengers. Dur- 
ing April fifteen steamers will sail 
with every second and third cabin 
berth booked. Nearly IS, 000 emigrants 
have sailed this month, and this num- 
ber will be greatly increased. A much 
better class of people are emigrating, 
a large percentage being farmers and 
agricultural laborers. The C. P. R. Is 
inaugurating a scheme of ready-made 
poultry farms for women. 

MONTREAL, March 28.— The im- 
migration season has 'started with a 
rush, and the present week is expect- 
ed to be a record breaker. Seventeen 
hundred Immigrants will be landed at 
St. John and Halifax before the week's 
end, and will leave at once for' their 
destinations in the west. Most of the 
immigrants are from Great Britain, 
and of a superior class. So great is 
the rush that arrangements are being 
made for the establishment of immi- 
grant camps near Calgary, where im- 
migrants can stay until they 'are lo- 
cated. 

Rush From States. 

NORTH PORTAL, Sask., March 28. 
— North Portal is every day establish- 
ing for itself the record of being the 
main gateway into Canada, from the 
point of numbers of American settlers 
entering Canada to take up home- 
steads and purchase lands in the wes- 
tern provinces. For the past ten days 
there has been an average of forty 
cars per clay passed through here, lit- 
erally packed with settlers' effects,' in- 
cluding everything, from horse, mules 
and chickens to harness, cream separ- 
ators and frying pans. On Sunday 
there were over one hundred cars In 
the yard3, and the energies of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad, Soo road 
officials, the customs and immigration 
officers, as well as the four govern- 
ment veterinurles are taxed to the 
fullest tension in making out the ne- 
cessary railway contracts, entry forms 
and stock certificates. No sooner are 
the railway sidings cleared of one 
train of settlers' effects to get to the 
"Promised Land," than another train 
of a dozen or more cars arrives. 

Day and night the inrush keeps up, 
and day by day two things are more 
impressed upon the mind of the casual 
observer. First, if this rush con- 
tinues, what will be its effect upon the 
Middle States of the Union'.' And, 
second, what will be Its effects, both 
nationally and financially, upon Can- 
ada'.' 

Ninety per cent, of these settlers 
are the cream of the American farm- 
ers, there being only a sprinkling of 
foreign tongues, and these are descen- 
dants of the Norwegian and Swede, 
and both are hardy and industrious. 
Bach of these settlers means en an 
average an asset to Canada to the ex- 
tent of one thousand dollars. 

Hotels Crowded. 
CALGARY, March 28.— Al 
Influx of landseekers is assu 
portions that tax to Hut utmost the 
hotel and boarding-house accommoda- 
tions of the city. All the hotels are 
filled to capacity, and have reserved a 
long line of cots which an- placed In 
the halls. It appears that some im- 
mediate action will be necessary in 
order to provide accommodation for 
the summer anil fall months, when Im- 
migration to the district will assume 
proportions hitherto unrecorded. Out- 
lying towns make the same reports. 
! At Gleichen the two hotels have over 
100 rooms and all are continuously oc- 
cupied, cots being placed in the halls. 

Nova Scotia Railway Move 

'.HALIFAX, March 28— With a capi- 
tal of one million, and power to in- 
crease to $5,000,000, the Sydney & 



Loulsburg Railway Company is' seek- 
ing Incorporation in the Nova Scotia 
Legislature. The incorporators are J. 
II. Plummer, M. J, Butler, C. S. Cam- 
eron, Daniel H'. MoDougall and R. F. 
MeCourt. The company is empowered 
to build, purchase or lease, uny rail- 
ways in the Island of Cape Breton. 
The Sydney Loulsburg Railway be- 
tween these towns, a line of about 40 
miles, is now operated by the Do- 
minion Coal Company. This bill, with 
its incorporators taken from the steel 
and coal companies, may mean o.

MATE-SZALKA, Hungary, March 
28. — More than three hundred persons 
were burned or trampled to death, 
and one hundred others seriously in- 
jured in a disaster In the village of 
Oekoerlto last night. 

A public ball was announced to bo 
held at the hotel of the village, where 
the coach house had been fitted up as 
a ball room. It was a great barnliko 
structure, decorated with tinder- dry 
June branches left from a previous 
entertainment, to which were added, 
for the occasion, other decorations and 
Chinese lanterns. 

The festivity attracted pleasure - 
seekers from the whole country side, 
and the building was so packed just 
before the ball began that the singlo 
door which afforded entrance and exit 
was milled up to keep out scores who 
clamored outside. 

While the dancing was In full swing, 
a pine branch caught fire and fell to 
the Iloor. It blazed furiously, and al- 
most Instantly the dresses of several 
of the women burst into flames, which 
spread with astonishing rapidity. 

A dreadful panic ensued, the revell- 
er.; losing their heads completely. 
Many of them, their garments ablaze, 
rushed towards the barred exit, where 
a surging mass was jammed together. 
Women and men fell, and were 
trampled under foot. Those in front 
vainly endeavored to tear open tho 
door, but were crushed into helpless- 
ness by the pressure of the crowd, the

— Shortly af- 
ter midnight last night lire broke out 
In the Japanese fishing camps near the 
provincial jail and resulted in tho total 
destruction of two largo canneries, 
owned by the Japanese firm of Makino 
and Yamosheta. The loss is estimated 
at from twelve to fifteen thousand dol- 
lars. 

Tho blaze was the biggest seen here 
for years, and for a time it looked as 
If everything on the waterfront to the 
south would he wiped out, but there 
came a change of wind and this was 
responsible for the fire being confined 
to. the buildings of the companies 
mentioned. 

It is thought that the fire originated 
in an Indian shack which had been 
left unlocked and had been used by 
some tramp or somebody who unin- 
tentionally perhaps bad set lire to it. 

Makino, owner of one of tho canner- 
ies, whose residence adjoins the can- 
nery, was away in Vancouver, but his 
wife was at home. When she was 
awakened, the lire was well under 
way, and alio found entrance, cut off 
from a room in which she had S.10U in 
cash, and the general bill of damage 
was further swollen by this amount.

per cent paid $10, and 20 per cent 
aid the full maintenance rate of $14 
per week. The average cost of eaidi 
patient throughout the year waa $2 
per day Of this sum the government 
grant covered t;o cents per day, 
patients' payments 88 cents, and 
public subscriptions 52 cents. On I lie 
whole the maintenance expenses were 
successfully met, the accounts show- 
ing a deficit balance of but SJi 1 at 
the end of the year. 

"This would have been heavier," it 
is noted in the report, "had not the 
noble girls of the Victoria and Van- 
couver Auxiliary Societies come to 
the assistance of pvtlents from their 
representative cities. Such patients are 
represented as paying patients on the 
books." 

The medical suerintendent'3 report 
furnishes an interesting study. In it 
may be seen that 31 patients were in 
tlie institution on the 1st January. 
1909, and that 06 were admitted dur- 
ing the year, of whom 19 were females 
ami 17 males.

CINCINNATI, March 2S — Unani- 
mous rejection by the minora o£ Ohio, 
Indiana and Western Pennsylvania 
today of an offer from the operators 
of an increased rate of live cents a 
ton put tile situation nearer a prob- 
able strike than it has been since the 
beginning Of the joint conference. 

The • rejected proposal, as it was 
tentatively agreed upon by the com- 
mittee, was: That the interstate 
agreement for the present year be 
cc -.Untied with the same conditions 
fu: ! le scale year beginning April 1, 
1910, and ending March 31, 1912, witht 
the exception of the mining prices for 
inside day wages. The increases In 
pay running from three to live cents 
a ton, according to the distance and 
the character of tin' mine. 

That international differences, both 
as to prices and conditions be referred 
I for adjustment to the various districts 
i affected, it being understood that in 
tho adjustment of such differences 
there should be no additional cost to 
tho operators In mining coal during 
the life Of this agreement. 

Following the rejection of this pro- 
posal by the United Mine Workers' 
convention, it was referred back to 
the joint conference. This body will 
meet tomorrow and start anew to 
reach a settlement.

Now that submarine bells have 
proved successful oil tile Atlantic coast 
the Dominion government, as recently 
announced in these columns proposes 
to place this apparatus at Gossip reef, 
Sandheads and Spanish bank, to make 
experiments with a view to establish- 
ing more signalling points on the Bri- 
tish Columbia coast. 

Sumarine signalling has been 
tested in Canadian waters since the 
year 1901, when the attention of the 
department of marine fisheries was 
called to the device. The introduction 
of the system was brought about by 
ah agreement with tho Submarine 
Signal Company of Boston, tho agree Y 
ment providing that the apparatus 
must prove satisfactory after a lair 
trial and that receivers for catching 
tho sound 011 board vessels must be 
installed on a number of merchant 
vessels and operated for a length of 
tlmo free of charge. 

The first actual steps taken towards 
testing tho submarine bells in Canada 
consisted of attaching them to the 
lightships Lurcher in the Bay of 
Fundy, Antlcpstl. in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, and Hod island and White 
Island lightships in tho St. Lawrence 
river. At the same time sound re- 
ceivers ware Installed on board sev- 
eral of the steamers of tho depart- 
ment entering the St. Lawrence river j 
and Halifax and St. John harbors.' 
Tho first tests made it evident at 
once that submarine bells could be 
heard four or five miles, in any di- 
rection of approach. The use of re- 
ceivers on board vessels, under a 
skilful observer, further determined 
that the direction of the signal could 
be determined within from one-quar- 
ter to one point. Even without re- 
ceivers sound can be heard both 011! 
the port and starboard sides of ves-' 
sels when the ear Li placed close to 
the side of a ship,, below the water 
surface. In fact, -it can be determin- 
ed by the varying distinctness, wheth- 
er the station from which the sound 
proceeds is on the starboard or port 
side, but of course tho aid of a re- 
ceiver enables the expert listener to 
catch the sound at a greater distance 
and with more accuracy as to the 
bearings of tho boll. 

Submarine bells are to be placed on 
this coast as the system has proved 
a success on tile Atlantic, wherei bells 
are attached to the Lurcher lightship. 
Anticosti lightship, Bed island, White I 
island and Prince shoal lightships. 
Shore stations arc established at j 
Louisburg, C. 15., Chebucto Head, In 
the approach to Halifax harbor, Cape 
Fourehu, approaching Yarmouth, Bay 
of Funday, and Negro Head, approach- 
ing St. John. Hells have been attach- 
ed to the gas buoys at Egg island. 
Sambro and Lunenburg. 

The bells attached to the lightships 
are suspended from the hulls of the 
vessels and operated by compressed 
nir. The .shore stations are electri- 
cally operated. The bells are sup- 
ported on steel tripods 20 feet high 
ami sunk In about 12 fathoms of 
water. Cables are laid from the tri- | 
pods to the shore and fastened se- 
curely in steel channels bolted to the] 
rocks, connection being made by sus- j 
pended wires with the generators at 
the power station.

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BRITISH EMIGRATION 

Not In a long time has there been 
such a movement of people from the 
British Isles to America. Our des- 
patches tell of extra steamships being 
j ■ < 1 1. on to meet the demand for trans- 
portation, and while we are not told 
In so many words that the greater 
number of the emigrants are destined 
for Canada, they probably are. This 
is a very excellent thing for both the 
United Kingdom and the Dominion. It 
is necessary for the Increasing popu- 
lation of the Mother Country to find 
.some outlet. No tariff changes can 
alter this fact. The excess of the 
birthrate Is large, and there is more: 
or loss immigration from Continental 
Europe. Therefore, there is a surplus 
which must find room somewhere, or 
sink through the ranks of the unem- 
ployed to the ranks of the unemploy- 
able. On the other hand Canada needs 
people by the million, and the best are 
those that come from the British Isles. 
Canadians amuse themselves some- 
times pt the expense of their Old 
Country cousins, but in their heart of 
hearts they prefer them to any one 
else except our own people. Not in- 
frequently we have British misfits, but 
so also have we misfits from other 
lands. The latter we ignore; but you 
cannot Ignore an Englishman. So 
when a square peg of an immigrant 
from Britain gets in a round hole, lie 
knows it, and so do the rest of us. 
Tint an occasional misfit does not de- 
preciate the value of the whole in- 
voice, and so we welcome the British 
immigrant and only hope that ho will 
keep on coming in increasing numbers 
for many years to come. 



the Senate in 1HKS Prof. Macoun said 
that he had great faith in the valuo of 
the Mackenzie River basin from the 
standpoint of the farmer and stock 
raiser. A member of the committee 
having suggested that ho was some- 
what over-sanguine, Prof. Macoun re- 
marked that there was a time when 
he had been laughed at in that same 
committee room for saying that cat- 
tle could profitably be raised at Cal- 
gary.

There Is some little misconception 
of the object of the Geological Survey. 
It is not an organization formed for 
lhe> purpose of prospecting for min- 
erals. The most it does in this direc- 
tion is to indicate where minerals may 
be found. It concerns Itself with other 
things than geology. It describes the 
agricultural character of the country; 
It deals with botanical matters; it 
maps out the courses of rivers; it 
gives the general contour of the coun- 
try; it takes note of meteorological 
conditions. In short it endeavors to 
make the country known just .as ii is, 
and it has done an amount of good 
service that cannot very well be esti- 
mated. 



THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 

It is not generally known that the 
Department known as The Geological 
Survey of Canada antedates the birth 
of the Dominion by more than a score 
of years, having been organized sixty- 
five years ago for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the natural resources of 
which were then Upper .and Lower 
Canada. The department was a small 
affair at the lie-ginning. the annual 
expenditure being at that time only 
55,000; now it is $200,000. Among the 
names best known in connection with 
its work are those of Sir William 
Logan, its founder, Dr. Selwyn, Dr. G. 
M. Dawson and Professor .Macoun. but 
there are many others, whose work 
has been of vast service to the coun- 
try. The members of the Geological 
Survey are engaged in a very interest- 
ing task, and they perform it con 
arnore. The- pride- the-/ take: in their 
work is shown in their reports, which 
ure spread over many volumes. Prob- 
ably no unoccupied country in the 
world has even been as systematically 
and scientifically explored as were the 
great unsettled areas of Canada. The 
work is not all done yet by any means. 
A great region in tin- Ilud.'.ons Bay 
Basin remains to he explored. Dr. 
Ami, of tin. Survey, was recently in- 
terviewed in London by "Canada." 
Speaking of the region around Hudson 
and James Hays, he said enough is 
already known ot it to warrant the 
belief that it will support from five to 
ten million people. Kort George Is 500 
miles north ol the port of James, Bay, 
and Dr. Ami says that any crop can 
be grown there that can he grown in 
Scotland. Her.- an- great forests as 
well as mineral indications of much 
promise. We quote Dr. Ami's own 
language In regard to tin- prospects of 
the country in certain lines. 

it may In- expected that ai anytime 
a close examination of the Huronian 
belt in Ontario ami Quebec will reveal 
rich new mineral areas, such as Cobalt 
and Gowganda. In British Columbia, 
coal, copper and iron are known to 
occur in many portions of the pro- 
vince. The opening of new railways 
■will contribute enormously to this 
development, anil within the present 
tlecade Canada should produce annual- 
ly upwards of $100,000,000 in minerals. 
It has practical!.', tin- monopoly of the 
world's nickel and asbestos supply, 
and should see that lull value is ob- 
tained. In addition to these most im- 
portant resources, f!i 
untold supply in its 
of oil and gas, not 
petroleum and tar, 
bhales, which, when 
duce millions of tons, 
occur in New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia in great abundance, and, us far 
back as 1KD0, analyses of specimens 
from the former province showed up- 
wards of 39.fi per cent, of hydro-car- 
bons. These, along with the bitumin- 
ous shales of Quebec, Ontario, and the 
newer provinces of the West, could 
suppiv the railways of Canada ami the 
navy of the tempire with oil fuel for 
thousands of years. There are every- 
where vast supplies stored up in the 
rock formation Of Canada, only await- 
ing capital and enterprise to open 
them up.

DECLINE OF ORATORY 

In a recent English publication 
Lord Rosebery was described as "our 
only orator." The reference was con- 
fined to people in political life. The 
writer went on to say that Mr. Lloyd 
George at times reached heights that 
could be classed as oratorical suc- 
cesses, but he too frequently lilt a 
lower mark to entitle him to be class- 
ed with Lord Rosebery. Mr. Asquith 
he describes as a very lucid talker, 
who goes straight to his points and 
wastes no words In doing so, an ef- 
fective speaker but not an orator. Mr. 
Balfour is a master of sarcasm, and 
always speaks gracefully, but he does 
not exhibit the earnestness that 
makes a man an orator. The other 
men prominent in public life were 
dismissed as not worthy of being 
considered in such a connection. Even 
Lord Rosebery, If we may judge from 
his reported speeches, is not In the 
first rank. Indeed, oratory seems of 
recent years to have been greatly on 
the- decline in tin- United Kingdom. 
We have very little of it In Canada, 
at least among English-speaking 
Canadians. One frequently hears 
French-Canadians who exhibit ora- 
torical qualities. Mr. Foster Is gen- 
erally admitted to be the best speak- 
er in Canadian public life, although of 
late years he has been more of a de- 
bater than an orator. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler at times is truly oratorical. 
There are many fluent speakers In 
Parliament, but that Is about all that 
can be said of them. We have no 
men in public life in British Colum- 
bia who can be called orators, and we 
have not had any for a long time. 

Some may ask for a definition of 
oratory. It Is not easy to give one. 
An orator must be fluent, but fluency 
alone is not oratory. He in 1st speak 
with earnestness, but earnestness 
combined with (iuoncy will not make 
him an orator. If a man combines 
fluency and earnestness with magnet- 
ism, he will very nearly meet the re- 
quirements of the ease. If to these 
he can add aptness of Illustration, a 
good voice and a pleasing presence, 
In- will be as nearly perfect as be can 
expect to be. provided la- knows limy 
to judge his audience. A story is told 
of the late Joseph Howe, who at times 
reached a very high level in oratory, 
which illustrates the tricks to which 
oven an experienced speaker may at 
linns resort. Ho had made a very 
line speech at a me. -ting held in De- 
troit to discuss reciprocity, and in the 
course of the evening le- sat with 
some friends in a game of whist at 
his hotel. A crowd gathered around 
He- hotel and clamored for a speech 
from him. How,- at (irst refused to 
appear, bin, yielding to the Impor- 
tunities of some friends, he arose 
from tin- card table, removed his coat 
and waistcoat, took off his collar and 
rumpled ids hair. Then he stepped 
out on a little balcony and spoke. Ono 
of those who bad been playing whist 
witl, him, said Dial Howe spoke for 
bah' an hour as one Inspired on the 
relations that ought to exist between 
the United Stales and British North 
America, as it was then, closing with 
a reference to the War of Secession 
which caused men in tile crowd to 
break out Into sobs and sent the audi- 
ence away overcome by a feeling of 
awe. When the (hand Trunk Kail- 
way was opened at Portland, .Maine, 
one of the speakers was 1,. A. WUlmot 
of New Brunswick. He chose the 
same theme. Xo report of his speech 
was ever published, the newspapers 
saying that tin- reporters put down 
their pencils to listen to bis splendid 
eloquence, Wilmot's magnetism wa.s 
marvellous. lb- was also full of 
tricks. Hen- Is a story of his (irst 
appearance as a candidate at a pro- 
vincial election. He was what wo 
would call in these days a hit of a 
dude, bul also an active, athletic man. 
On nomination day he stood on the 
ground In front of the platform, and 
when his turn came to speak, the 
candidate who preceded him said: 
"I will now be followed by my young 
friend, L, A. WilmOt, whom I see he- 
lore me with his highly-polished hat, 
his dainty cam-, and his spotless 
gloves." Wilmot placed one hand on 
Hie platform and vaulted to it. Ho 
took off his hat, and throwing U to 



the crowd said "There's lite lint." He 
bent his cane in his muscular hands 
until it broke, and throwing the pieces 
from him, said, "There's the cane." 
With a quick rip lie tore his gloves 
from his hands and said "There's the 
gloves." Then, after a moment's 
pause, he said, with head erect and 
Hashing eyes, "Here Is D. A. Wilmot." 
The old men of a quarter of a century 
ago used to tell of the speech which 
followed, a speech which was the 
death knell of the Family Compact 
and the beginning of the triumph of 
Responsible government. 

.Speakers do not nowadays do as 
Howe and Wilmot did. The average 
audience would be somewhat surpris- 
ed if one should do so. It takes a 
powerful personality to be equal to 
such tactics. These men were ora- 
tors. They had at their command 
quotations apt for almost any occa- 
sion. They were Bible students and 
had mastered the splendid Anglo- 
Saxon of King James' translation. 
And they were always tremendously 
la earnest. Some people say there Is 
no room for such oratory today; but 
the fact of tin- matter is that no one 
thinks of attempting it in this coun- 
try. In tin- United Slates it is differ- 
ent. Ther,- oratory is a study, and 
many Instances can be cited win-re it 
lias been employed with wonderful 
effect.

M urcheson 

By the death, on the 10th instant, of 
Findlay Murcheson there passed away 
one of the oldest inhabitants of Gali- 
ano island. Horn at Applecross, Ross- 
shire, Scotland, May 26, 1S27, air. 
Murcheson sailed for America, with 
his father's family, In 1851. and set- 
tled in the state of Illinois, where in 
1851, he married Miss Mary Turner, a 
country woman of his own. After liv- 
ing for fifteen years in Illinois he, 
with liia wife and young- family, moved 
further 'west, travelling' across the 
prairie with his effects in his own 
waggons and driving several hundred 
sheep through to Kansas state, where 
ho resided for two years. In the fall 
of 1874 he left for British Columbia, 
lie homesteaded on Galiano in 1882. 
In late years Mr. Murcheson was fond 
of telling of the struggles of himself 
and his young sons to clear land and 
do their own building at a time when 
help was almost unknown and means 
of communication' with the outside 
world few and far between. .Mrs. 
Mureheson's death, which occurred 
about eight months ago, was a shock 
which the old gentleman never got 
fiver. The venerable couple celebrated 
their golden wedding six years ago. 
Out of a family of eight children only 
two survive, Mrs. Cow, of Vancouver 
city, and Findlay A. Murcheson, of 
Galiano, B. C.

In an ngre when humility la not a 
characteristic of the women who at- 
tract tlie most public notice, it j H 
pleasant to notice with how little 
egotism a really great woman ac- 
cepts the honors bestowed upon her. 
Selma Laeerlof, who received the 
Nobel prize lor literature this year, ac- 
knowledges her indebtedness In a very 
charming article in which she de- 
scribes an imaginary visit to her fa- 
ther. The extract is of Interest to 
parents as showing on what kind of 
mental tare really gr"eat men ami wo- 
men are nourished. We cannot, It Is 
true, give our children the familiarity 
with the folklore of an ancient race 
which this little Swedish girl sained at 
first hand. Cut some of t lie buoks 
which she loved and many like them, 
they can read. We call, if we Will, 

cultivate their Imaginations in the 
same simple way as her rather did in 
his evening Karnes with his little ones. 
We can foster In the children a love 
of the beautiful and the grand in na- 
ture, and though the mountains and 
forests and tin: s,-., and the streams 
may not speak to them in a language 
which they can interpret as did the 
great Swedish authoress, still their 
lives will be purer and nobler because 
ni' that love. In Putnam's Magazine 
i n- March a translation is given of a 
story in which the authoress tells 01 

her sorrow that her father could not 
witness lo r triumph. She imagines 
she visits him in the heavenly King- 
dom, and telling him, she is over- 
whelmed with dt lit, says: 

M Ifs only fair that you should help 
me," 1 say, "because It was your fault 
at the start. Do you remember how 
you used Pi sit at the piano and play 
Bellman lor us children? And do you 
remember haw you let us read Teg- 
ner and Runeberg and Andersen twice 
every winter'.' In that way I came by 
my first big debt. Father, how can 1 
ever repay them for teaching me to 
love Hie sagas and their heroes, and 
the fatherland and human life in all 
its greatness and all its frailty'. 1 ' 

"As I speak father straightens himself 
in his chair, and a lovely light comes 
Into his eves. 'I'm glad 1 had a share 
in getting you lute that debt," he says. 

"'You may Vie right about that, fa- 
ther, but yon must remember that 
this is not the end of it. You must 
bear in mind that I have a great many 
creditors. Think of all the poor home- 
less cavaliers who used to roam 
around in Ycrmland in your youth, and 
play the harlequin and sing ballads. 
To them I am indebted for madcap ad- 
ventures and limitless fun. And think 
of all the old people who have sat In 
little grey cabins, on the outskirts of 
forests, and told about trolls and 
nixies and or maidens carried off by 
goblins! It is they who have taught 
mo how poetry can be spread over 
hard rocks and black forests. Ami 
then, father, think of all the pale and 
hollow-eyed monks and nuns who 
have sat in dim cloisters and seen 
visions and heard voices! To them I 
am Indebted for a loan of their great 
legendary treasure they have accumu- 
lated. And think of the Daleearllan 
peasants who travelled to Jerusalem! 
Am i not in debt to them for giving 
me a great theme to write about'.' And 
I'm lint only In debt to people, father, 
but to all nature as well— to' the 
animals on the ground, the birds in the 
slty, and to flowers and trees— they 
have all had their secrets to .tell me.'" 

• i am also indebted to all who have 
clothed the language— who have forged 
and fashioned the tool and have taught 
me to use H. And am I not in debt to 
all those who have written and cre- 
ated before my time, and who have 
made it a fine art to relate about 
human destiny: who have sounded the 
call and pointed the way.' "

on the Olympian .Mountains. 

From a woman's point of view, at 
least. It would be a pity to build even 
the lineal edifice there. The. land will 
serve a more, useful purpose as a 
breathing space than as a building 
site. If It were nicely laid' out and 
furnished with seals it would niulto 
one of the prettiest spots In the city. 
Everyone cannot walk to Beacon Hill 
and there are marly mothers who, af- 
ter they have prepared for a long car 
ride arc too tired to enjoy It. But, 
In the vicinity of the square, there 
are many hundreds of families who 
could reach it. within live minutes, 
and who would find the spot a pleas- 
ant meeting place. It would, too, 
make a safe playground lor little 
children. Victorians must remember 
that the time Is coming, and more 
(Illicitly than most of us realize, when 
open spaces will be hard to Hnd even 
in the residential parts of the city. 

The change in the attitude of that 
part of the religious world over which 
Puritan teaching and belief have, had 
the strongest Influence towards the 
theatre Is very remarkable. A tew 
weeks ago u number of the students 
fif a Methodist .college In Toronto 
openly avowed that they not only at- 
tended the theatre themselves, but 
that they believed the play was a 
valuable means of education, which 
those who were preparing to he lend- 
ers In spiritual things ought not to 
neglect. This » •••'•< a writer In a 
baptist 1 aper argues that It may be 
the duty of the church to use the 
theatre as a means of uplifting the 
people, .it the same time, theatrical 
critics are urging the need for reform 
and dc-"t irlng that p'"'""- laste i;i ,u '" 
generating and that there is no longer 
a demand for good actors and great 
plays. 

This is a mutter in which the in- 
fluence of women lias great effect. 
The theatre, in this country at least, 
Is the recreation of people of means, 
and. presumably, of education. Wo- 
men always form a large part of the 
audience. Plays will be good or bad, 
silly or wise, beavitiful or vulgar, in a 
lurge measure according to the taste 
of the women who patronize them. 
Playwrights and actors, like others 
who minister to the needs of the peo- 
ple, give them what they want. Every 
woman who goes to a good play or 
remains away from a bad or doubtful 
one, does her part, however small, in 
reforming the drama of our age. 

A gentleman who has a wide ac- 
quaintance with people of all ages, 
said recently that boys read little ex- 
cept the sporting news In the papers. 
It would be a pity If this were true. 
Hoys and girls are omnivorous read- 
ers. They remember What they read, 
too. Indeed, it is between the time 
that a boy has mastered the mechani- 
cal difficulties of reading and the day 
when he enters upon his life's work 
that most of his general reading is 
done. After that he may read much, 
hut usually his bonks are chosen for 
their value for throwing light on his 
trade or profession, or some subject 
connected with it. 

The age when children begin to read 
varies, but, usually, a love for books, 
manifests itself between ten and four-, 
teen. In the succeeding six or seven 
years the memory is retentive, and 
the love of books is strong in the 
healthy youth. No amount of study 
in later years can' make up for the 
loss which will follow if the mind is 
left a blank or Idled with worthless 
trash. What Is true of boys is truer 
of women. The duties of a wife and 
mother tire all-absorbing, and, unless 
in her girlhood a woman has stored 
her mind with good literature she will 
find it hard, as her children grow old- 
er, to take that Interest in their stud- 
ies which will make her the com- 
panion she should be to them. This 
ought to be remembered by teachers 
in assigning home work, and even the 
mother, busy as she may be, should 
not make the conscientious girl fee] 
thai reading is a waste of time. 
Every healthy boy and girl, for that 
matter, will in these days take an in- 
terest in sports, but it would, indeed,

To Ills Worship the Mayor and City 
Council: 

Gontlemen — I have the pleasure in 
calling your attention to the essay by 
ex-Mayor Coatswortll of Toronto, pub- 
lished In .Sunday's Colonist, on the 
subject nf Hoards of Control, which he 
gave me while in that city a few weeks 
ago. After a perusal of the said arti- 
cle I feel sure you will agree With me 
that the weak point In our city gov- 
ernment is not centered in the little 
group of officials in the city hall of 
which so much ado has been made of 
late, but the main reason our taxes are 
being Increased so unmercifully is be- 
cause we have no outside manager — no 
one In control. Hence the everlasting 
bungling. We need go no further than 
the present council to prove this. The 
present aldermen are successful busi- 
ness men. Consequently they have nut 
the time to devote to the administering 
of city work. They may legislate for 
a few hours in the evening, but what 
do they know of how the different 
works arc being carried out throughout 
the city. At the end of the year they 
may iearn to their sorrow that a cer- 
tain piece of concrete was only half an 
inch thick whore the specifications 
called for six Inches — or that certain 
portions of sidewalk cost twice as much 
as It should — but all such information 
Is poor consolation for the poor rale- 
paver who has to foot the bill.

Western Steel Corporation En- 
ters Into Fifteen Year Con- 
tract to Buy Three 
Tons of Pig I rot; 



VANCOUVER, March 28. — Robert 
Unzlett, aged three, accidentally hang- 
ed himself today while playing with a 
swing rope fastened on an apple tree 
In his father's garden.

Assuring the expenditure of be- 
tween $^0,000,000 and 5 10,000,000 by the 
Western Steel corporation, of which 
James A. Moore, of Seattle, Is presi- 
dent, a contract was entered Into yes- 
terday with tile Hang Yang Steel com- 
pany, of Hankow, China, whereby the 
American corporation will obtain from 
China 200,000 tons of u;,, i..m anO Iron 
ore each year for a period 01 fifteen 
years. 

This contract means a gigantic in- 
crease in tile size of the plant of the 
Western Steel corporation at Irondaile, 
and the practical control by that con- 
cern of the iron and steel business of 
the Pacific coast. 

The effect of the 'new contract, says 
tile Seattle Times, which is to go into 
effect at once, will be far- reaching. 
The transpacific commerce or Puget 
Sound and the fleet of vessels plying 
tu the Sound from the Orient, will be 
appreciably augmented. To take care 
of this immense supply of steel mak- 
ing material, the Irondale steel plant 
will be enlarged to six times lis pres- 
ent size, or to a capacity tar greater 
than was ever contemplated for this 
early stage of its development. 

Hut most significant of all, perhaps, 
Is thi' fact that the Hang Yang Steel 
company is supposed to be backed by 
the Chinese government, and this big 
concession to the business men of the 
Pari l ie coast Is expected to pave the 
way for other and perhaps equally Im- 
portant develoments in trade relations 
between China and Puget Sound. 

China Wants Steel 

The friendliness of the Hang Yang 
company officials is manifested by the 
desire they have expressed to purchase 
for shipment to China; every ton of the 
steel that Is turned out at Irondale and 
that can be spared by the Western 
Steel corporation. 

The big deal was put through by two 
San Francisco financiers, Robert Dol- 
lar and Herbert E. Law, both of whom 
are officers and directors of the West 
era Steel corporation. Mr. Law left 
Seattle early in February, meeting Mr. 
Dollar at San Francisco, from which 
point the two sailed on February 8 for I 
Shanghai. The complete success of 
their secret mission was first made j 
known by three cablegrams received 
by President Moore yesterday an- 
nouncing that the contracts sought had | 
been sealed and delivered, and that j 
they were returning to America on the i 
Mongolia. 

In commenting on the effects of the 
contract just signed, and the change 
In the plans of the Western Steel cor- 
poration, which the contract would 
bring abqut, Mr. Moore said last night: 



Mooro Gives Figures 

"The contract will involve an ex- 
penditure on the part of the Western 
Steel corporation, for materials; trans- 
portation, manufacture and additional 
plants at Irondale, of between thirty 
and forty million dollars. The Chinese 
company allow:; us a maximum of 
200,000 tons of iron ore and pig Iron 
a year, or an aggregate, during the 
life of the contract, of 3,000,000 tons. 

"Iron-making has been going on in 
China since the dawn of history, act- 
ual figures showing it to have been 
practised -1.000 years ago. 'l-'ho Hang 
Yang company lias one of the host and 
most modern steel pjftnta In the world, 
built by Gorman ensinoers, and cost- 
ing ?lO,000,000. It has been hi opera- 
tion for several years. They supply a 
large part of the steel rails used in 
the Chinese Empire. They also make 
pig iron ,and now they have an annual 
surplus of about 100,000 tons. 

"Aibout a year ago my attention was 
directed to the possibilities of trade 
relations with Hie Chinese steel com- 
pany by Capt. Robert Dollar, f San 
Francisco, president of the big fleet 
of steamships bearing ids name, and 
also by William .Martin, United States 
consul-general at Hankow for twelve 
years. Mr. Martin Is very familiar 
with the operations of tin- Hang Yang 
steel company, and called upon m e here 
about a year ago and gave me some 
valuable Information as to the possi- 
bilities of increasing, to a great extent 
the trade between the Chinese umpire 
and the Pacific: coast states. 

Trade Long Profitable 

"Robert Dollar, In his operation of a 
line of steamships from the pacific 
Coast to the Orlerat, for years lias 
been carrying lumber to China and 
Japan and bringing buck pig iron, 
which be has .sold to advantage to 
nearly all of the foundries on this 
coast. Including those of PUget Sound. 
He built up a large trade in this way. 

"This pig Iron came into direct com- 
petition with the Scottish and Alabama 
pig- iron, which had heretofore been 
sold her.', and being of a higher qual- 
ity than either, found a ready market 
with the Pacific Coast foundry men, 

"Desiring cooperation on the part of 
the Chinese steel makers, I opened 
negotiations with the (Jang Vang 
Steel company for an offensive and 
defensive alliance. The negotiations 
proceeded so favorably that Herbert 
E, Daw and Robert Dollar, first and 
third vice-presidents respectively, in 
the Western Steel corporation, left for 
China early in February, and today 
cabled mo to the effect that their 
mission had been completely success- 
ful, and that contracts had been sign- 
ed for the entire Pacific Coast, in- 
eluding British Columbia ,to handle all 
of the surplus pig iron made at the 
Chinese plants, and 100. OoO tons of 
iron ore annually, a maximum of 100,- 
000 tons being placed on the amount 
of pig-iron which' ye could have eacli 
year. 

Option for Renewal 

"The contract calls for a minimum 
of :iG,000 tons each of the ore and the 
pig-iron for the first two years, and 
after that for the full amount of 
200,000 tons a year. We have the op- 
tion of renewing out contract at the 
expiration of fifteen years. 

"The Chinese ore Is a hematite, con- 
taining CO per cent, of iron, with just 
a trace of sulphur and phosphorus. It 
is known to be' the highest grade ore 
of its kind In the world. This ore, 



mixed with equal nmounts of British 
Columbia and Washington iron ores, 
wdll give us it product equal to the 
best made by any steel plant In the 
world. The pig-iron wdll be mixed 
With; the pig-Iron made at iFcndale, 
and used in making high gradesteel of 
all kinds. 

"During the next .'two years the 
Western Steel corporation will build 
an immense new blast furnace at Iron- 
dale with a capacity of 100 tons of pig 
iron a day, as well as new rolling 
mills; a tube plant and thrplate mills. 
This, together with 300 tons of pig- 
iron a day received from China, and 
with the scrap steel used to mix with 
the pig, will give Irondale, two years 
hence, a total chilly output of 700 tons 
of steed. 

•'This will mean the erection of new 
plants at Irondale witli six times the 
capacity of the Initial plant, which Is 
about to begin operations. 

Will Export No Steel. 

"Tim stool people In China have 
made us an offer to buy from us any 
and all surplus steel at Irondale, to 
ship t" northern and southern Chinese 
ports, but as the Pacific Coast even 
now uses 3,000 tons of steel a day, the 
company will have no steel to export. 

■•One of the vital points in connec- 
tion With tbls contract is that of the 
Increased commerce, between China 
and Puget Sound. The trouble that all 
of the steamship companies have ex- 
perienced Is a lack of return cargo 
from the Orient. .Many of the big 
steamers are now compelled to return 
ii ballast. Our new contract will 
bring to Puget Sound more Oriental 
freight than nil of that which up to 
this tlnie has been (Mining to the 
Sound from Chinese ports, or in other 
Words, we will more than double the 
West bound transpacific commerce be- 
tween China and Puget Sound. 

"Our contract means that, figuring 
a big ship's carrying capacity at .1,000 
tons, we will every year import forty 
cargoes of ore and pig iron. Sitlco 
each round trip will occupy fully two 
months, this means that our business 
will keep at least seven big steamships 
on the run from China to Irondale the 
year round. 

"Tills westbound freight will enable 
the ships now in the business to 
make advantageous freight rates on 
cargoes bound from Seattle to oriental 
Ports, and will, hi effect, by a subsidy 
to any and all lines of ships running 
from Seattle and Tacoma to Japan and 
China. 

Plants in B. C. 

"We are now engaged in filling in a 
vast area of tldolands in front of Iron- 
dale, the face of the fill being bulk- 
headed in deep water, so that two 
or even three ocean liners can come 
to our piers and be unloading at the 
same time, and still leave room for 
handling the barges which will bring 
us our native ores and coal and carry 
away the finished steel products. 

"It should be clearly understood that 
this contract win not hamper in the 
slightest mir development of- our 
Washington and British Columbia ore 
deposits. Our present blast furnace 
will run day and night, handling these 
American ores to Its utmost capacity, 
and, as I have already said, an im- 
mense new blast furnace will at once 
be built. 

"The handling of the Chinese ores 
will simply mean that our rolling 
mills will be lopt •■'equally busy, that 
our capacity will bo at once vastly ln- 

nlV 



creased, and that a great steal plant 
will be built up at Irondale many years 
sooner than could be done had we 
been unable to get this contract. 

"It will be our policy neither to ad- 
vance nor cut the standard tariff of 
steel prices, plants will be built In 
British Columbia to take care of the 
steel business originating there. 
Irondalo's Field Clear 

"It also means that Irondale will 
have an absolutely clear field for the 
enormous steel business on this coast. 

"Wo all take what I think Is a par- 
donable pride In the fact that this big 
stroke of business 1ms been made by a 
Seattle corporation, and that, aside 
from being an exceptionally advant- 
ageous business deal for the Western 
Steel corporation, It will vastly In 
crease Seattle's Oriental commerce and 
will prove . a factor in the increase, of 
wealth, population, and importance of 
this city."

CHARTERS FOR NEW 

SEASON GRAIN BUSINESS 



Declining Price of Wheat Results in 
Vessels Being Fixed to Carry 
Cargoes to United Kingdom. 

The fact that the price of wheat is 
gradually declining will probably re- 
sult in the chartering of a few addi- 
tional sailing vessels to carry cargoes 
of this season's crop from the Sound 
to Europe. Within the past ten days 
two spot fixtures have been made, and 
the masters of the few remaining, ves- 
sels in the disengaged list on the 
Sound believe they will yet carry 
wheat cargo home before the charter- 
ing for the new season begins. 

It has been estimated by exporters 
that there are about 7,000.000 bushels 
of surplus grain In the country,' while 
one of the skippers of the disengaged 
fleet, in a recent letter from Ids own- 
ers, was informed that there were 1-.- 
000,000 bushels surpjus in the country. 

The British ship Altair and the Brit- 
ish ship Celtlcburn, the late fixtures to 
load on the Columbia river and at this 
port, received the lowest rates of the 
season. Both vessels are getting ^0s., 
which is 7s. 6d. below the minimum of 
the shipowners' union, which prevailed 
during the early part of the season nnd 
which was cancelled lato in the sunt ' 
mer

The Mines Department can, of course, 
only go by the law, which would 
seem to he sufficiently plain and ex- 
plicit to protect .nil Interests. Section 
10 of the Act deals very distinctly 
with staking when it provides that: 

"A mineral claim shall he marked 
by two legal posts, placed as near as 
possible on the line of the ledge or 
vein, and the posts shall be numbered 
1 and 2, .and the distance between 
posts 1. and 2 shall not exceed fifteen 
hundred feet, the line between posts 
Nos, 1 and 2 to be known as the 
looatlon line, and upon posts Nos. 1 
and 2 shall be written the name given 
to the mineral claim, the name of the 
locator, and the. date of the location. 
Upon No. 1 post there shall be written 
in addition to the foregoing, 'Initial 
Post.' the approximate compass bear- 
ing of No. 2 post) and a statement of 
the number of feet lying to right and 
to th"- left of the line from No. 1 to 

No. 2 post When a claim has 

boon located, the- holder shall immedi- 
ately mark the line between posts 
Nos. 1 and 2 so that It can be dis- 
tinctly seen; in a timbered locality, 
by blazing trees and cutting under- 
brush, anil In a locality where there 
is neither timber nor underbrush he 
shall set legal posts or erect monu- 
ments of earth or rock not less than 
two feet high and two feet in diameter 
at base, so that, such line can be dis- 
tinctly seen. Tile locator shall also 
placo a legal post at the point where 
he has found rock In place, on which 
shall be written discovery post; Pro- 
vided that when the claim Is surveyed 
tiie surveyor shall be guided by tho 
records of the claim, the sketch plan

CORRESPONDENTS FROM 

NICARAGUA'S WAR 



Newsgatherers Arrive at Salina 
Cruz and Tell of Difficulties 
of Reporting the Southern 
Strife, 



With a full cargo of general mer- 
chandise on board shipped via tho 
Tehauntepac railroad, the steamer 
Georgia, Cupt. Whittle, of the Cana- 
dian Mexican line, reached port on 
Sunday night from salina Cruz, after 
a passage lasting eleven days. The 
deck of the steamer was piled with 
heavy ..iron girders, ;i;n) there was a 
big consignment of steel pipe for the 
Esquimau Waterworks Company from 
Wales, the llrst shipment having been 
brought by the Lonsdale. There were 
twelve carloads of pipe. For Victoria 
tho steamer has 425 tons of general 
merchandise, including everything 
from steel girders and water pipe to 
cases of whiskey, from kegs of nails 
to cases of Jams. It Is not expected, 
the steamer will leave the outer wharf 
until Wednesday. As soon as she lias 
completed discharging at Vancouver 
the steamer will proceed to Boat Har- 
bor to coal for her voyage south. She 
is to be got away as soon as possible 
to take a large shipment of grain, 
about 3,000 tons being booked. 

It is generally expected that the 
next voyage will lie the t;eor K ia's last 
trip. The Georgia and Lonsdale, 
which were supplied by G. T. Symons 
& Co., arc being withdrawn, and Capt. 
Worsnop went to England sonic time 
ago to arrange lor two other steam- 
ers. Announcement in this regard is 
expected shortly; It Is Benerally un- 
derstood on hoard tho Georgia, that 
G. T. Symons & Co. are withdrawing 
from the trade. 

From the War 

Back from tho cruel war in Nicar- 
agua, F. C. Viguerie a nd It. W. Emer- 
son, war correspondents of the New- 
York .Herald and Chicago Tribune, 
were at Salina Cru2 bound across on 
their way homo wh en the steamer 
Georgia was at the Mexican ,porti 
which she left eleven days ago for 
Victoria. The two correspondents 
have been in Managua for tho past 
three months, and have learned much 
of the Inside working of Central 
American revolutions and a profound 
appreciation of good things to eat. 
The work of "covering" a war in Cen- 
tral America they found to bo not 
difficult, perhaps, but withal not pleas- 
ing, as the nearest they got to actual 
warfare was tho day when a handful 
of the "juventud" stole the govern- 
ment steamship "Managua" from her 
moorings at a dock in the lake at the 
capital, ran her acro ss the. lake and 
abandoned her. There was* some lively 
shooting of Mausers, and a promise of 
the correspondents and their friends 
being caught in the lire. but. other 
than that, they watched the war from 
their hotel, and read the official des- 
patches which the War minister, Gen. 
Toledo, brought around to them. 
Nicaraguan Censorship 

The censorship of their -stuff was 
the most amusing feature of their 
experience. Their telegrams passed 
through several hands, and were as 
often held up for several days and 
the* sent on, when they were old, as 
allowed to pass. Mr. Emprson, who 
covered the war in Morocco last year 
for the Tribune, ana has been sent 
out on previous "big stories" tells of 
one occasion, when lie noted in his 
despatches that "Madriz is censoring 
ali messages," to which the censor 
added "hi order that the correspond- 
ents may send accurate news." 

Another time he sent out a despatch 
which read: "Several persons have 
been sent to the penitentiary," and to 
this was ndded "where they will be 
well treated." it was such messages 
as this, palpably not sent by the cor- 
respondents at 34 cents a word, which 
brought protests from the papers to 
the State Department in Washington 
complaining that the telegrams were 
being tampered with. After that, in- 
stead of the interpolations of 
"whlchs," "wherefores" and "how- 
somevers" with which the censor has 
laboriously filled in the telegrams to 
make them "clearer," the messages 
were "lost" entirely, and never reach- 
ed the home offices, due to "interrup- 
tions In the telegraph lines." 

Military News Sent Out

wars, the details of oiHcial reports on 
the movements of troops, accurately 
given them, strangely enough, for 
this seemed to tickle tho vanity of 
the "comic opera" warriors. But when 
it came t" the least Important note 
of possible criticism of the govern- 
ment, the messages were either re- 
vamped In the telegraph oliices or 
else thrown away altogether. 

Regarding conditions In Nicaragua 
at the time of their recall, Mr. Emer- 
son said : 

Conditions in Nicaragua 

"Nicaragua at the time of "our de- 
parture, March ,">, wore every Indica- 
tion of continued chaos. The tactics 
of the Mndriz government and the 
revolutionists alike promised nothing 
In the shape of established tranquility. 
Victories and defeats In Nicaragua 
bring only lulls in the general perni- 
cious activities, wdiile the warring fac- 
tions match trickery uguinst dishon- 
esty without apparent intention of 
abiding by any agreements that may 
he reached. Peace talk In Nicaragua 
serves principally as a means of do- 
lay to afford opportunity for the 
sharpening of new knives to stick 
Into the other fellows' backs. 

Difficulties With Nows 

"There has' been some criticism re- 
specting Incorrect news sent out of 
Nicaragua by correspondents. Ameri- 
can correspondents who coped with 
the multitude of censors who man- 
ipulated or destroyed cablegrams 
which the Managua officials pretended 
were sent through without Interfer- 
ence know (.hat tho suggestion that 
news damaging to Madriz In the hist 
few weeks of the war was sent out 
by them is laughable. Madriz took 
care that nothing except the mildest 
statements respecting the successes 
of Chamorro previous to Chamorro's 
defeats at Tlsma and Tipitapa were 
forwarded. Madriz evaded direct re- 
sponsibility for government claims of 
'triunfos' over Chamorro which next 
day would bo admitted to be 'mis- 
takes.' The only inference possible 
was that the false reports were for 
press agent purposes. 

Tiie San Juan Censor 

"At the cable office at Han Juan del 
.Stir, well out of reach of .Managua, 
Madriz maintains a censor named 13. 
A. Kelly, who once was a Canadian 
and is married to the daughter of the 
American consular agent. Kelly, in 
sonic way, has secured the correspond- 
ence for certain American newspapers 
and news agencies. He has been 
sending out contradictions of news sent 
out by nun on the ground while 
manufacturing 'press agent' matter 
for the Madriz government, which 
employs him. Practically ovorytihng 
in the way of news from Nicaragua 
bearing the San Juan del Sur mark 
should be looked upon with suspicion 
as emanating from the publicity de- 
partment of a far from scrupulous 
government. 

Only "Victories" Reported 

"Comparison of 'official' announce- 
ments made on the Atlantic side of 
Nicaragua with the 'official' an- 
nouncements of the Madriz adminis- 
tration made In .Managua show con- 
clusively that Estrada and his associ- 
ates wen? an even match for the 
Madriz people In the way of snake 
stories. Both sides claimed victories 
no matter how badly they wero whip- 
ped. 

"The hews that was sent out of 
Mulagua by tho correspondents or, 
more correctly speaking, filed for 
transmission, was the result of care- 
ful silting of Incongruities for facts. 
Wo sent the news of Chamorro's dis- 
aster while the smoke on the battle- 
field of Tltltapa could be scon from 
the windows of the telegraph office 
and tho military hospital In Managua 
was being llllod with wounded. The 
Madriz government threw censorship 
to the u hid.: that day. ' 

"It now appears that for days after 
Chamorro's defeat. I he correspondents 
at llluellelds sent stories describing a

iaunching. Shortly after she was 
luiiit she sailed for Alaska, going 
through all the experiences of a small 
trader in those waters. Slio was 
operated during the season of 1000-01 
by Minor Bruce, a well-known old- 
timer hi that country; On returning 
from one of her trips to Cape Sudrz, 
Siberia, she was caught In an Ice 
pack and driven ashore near Point 
Bitvrow. Her shallow draught helped 
her to esciupp being. crushed in the pack 
and she. was launched again, making 
Nome In safety. 

In a trip between Nome and Slheria 
In the fall of 1901, she again narrowly 
escaped being crushed in n northerly 
ice pack. Her captain mit back for 
Nome, where she was caught in the ico 
and driven ashore. 

She was libeled for wages by her 
crew and sold at a United States mar- 
shal's sale to Joshua It. Mclntyre, who 
raised her from the ice and equipped 
her with steam engines. During tho 
season of 1002 she was used In coast- 
wise trade, and went into Port Safety, 
to winter at the close of the season. 
In one of the severe storms that fall 
she dragged her anchors loose and was 
driven three miles back into the lagoon 
When the waters receded she was left 
high and dry. With great difficulty 
she was launched again. 

In the summer of 1903 Mclntyre de- 
cldod to send her to the United States. 
After a passage of sixty days, during 
which the crew suffered many hard- 
ships, she limped Into Port Townsend, 
her crew exhausted from their efforts 
to kep the pumps going.

Jebsen Liner Starts for Victoria — 
Knight of St. George Was Battered 
By the Elements. 

The steamer Brna of the Jebsen 
line, loft S.vn Francisco on Saturday 
hound to Victoria after receiving tem- 
porary repairs to her holler. She 1ms 
cargo from Salina Cruz and other 
porta on board. The Knight of at. 
George, which has been chartered to 
take the next southern trip of the 
Erna had a very stormy passage from 
Mojl to Sun Francisco, lasting 20 
dtiys, according to mall advices from 
tho Bay city. She passed through u 
series of terrific gales during which 
much damage was done to her decks 
and three or four of her crew wero 
badly injured. The steamer may re- 
pair at San Francisco before coining 
here. 

With 0,000 tons of coal from Mojl, 
tho Knight of St. George arrived on 
Thursday at San Francisco, after a 
passage that could scarcely have been 
more eventful. The decks were never 
dry for a day during t voyage, and 
on several occasions the struggling 
tramp was completely burled beneath 
tremendous seas, which hurled them- 
selves completely over the vessel. The 
Knight of fn. George sailed from Mojl 
February 1!G. and not many days later 
found herself In the clutches of a ty- 
phoon. For five days the steamer 
tumbled wildly and there, were times 
when those on board believed they had 
sailed their last voyage. The typhoon 
passed, and then gale after gale 
swirled down on the collier. 

On Marcn If, the climax of the tem- 
pest was reached. A great sea 
thundered down over the bridge, com- 
pletely carrying that structure away. 
It spread over the decks, carrying 
everything moveable before it. The 
skylight crumbled under the weight of 
hundreds of tons of water, two gang- 
ways were wrenched away, the boats 
were splintered on the davits, and con- 
siderable other damage done. During 
the storm two seamen were thrown to 
the decks and painfully injured- Tho 
Knight of St. George sturggled Vali- 
antly on, and battered and storm stain- 
ed, finally made port. 

Captain Stevens, the commander of 
the St. George, is well known hi Pa- 
cific Coast ports. 



ALASKA STEAMSHIP 
COMPANY AFTER ALAMEDA 



Officials Inspecting tho Oceanic Com- 
pany's Vessel at San Francisco 
With View to Purchaso. 

General Manager F. F. Burns and 
Supt. Engineer Pearson o-f the Alaska 
Steamship company arc in San Fran- 
cisco Inspecting the steamer Alameda 
With a view to purchasing that vessel 
from the Oceanic Steamship company 
for tho Alaska trade. The price asked 
for the vessel is $300,000. 

The Alameda is a vessel of 1,030 net 
tons and Is equipped as an oil burner. 
She was built In 18S3 by W. Cramp & 
Sons at Philadelphia. The steamer is 
314 feet In length, 41 feet beam and 17 
feet depth of hold. She has excellent 
passenger accommodations. 

According to announcement from Se- 
attle yesterday the Alaska Steamship 
company has chartered the steam 
schooner Riverside from the Charles 
Nelson company to be placed at once 
in the Alaska trade. The negotiations 
wore closed by Mr.' Burns and Mr. 
Pearson at iSan Francisco. 

Tho Riverside is a vessel of similar 
type to the steamer Seward, of the Al- 
aska Steamship company's fleet, though 
smaller. She was built after the Se- 
ward and tho Falcon at the Moran 
yards and has been successful In the 
coastwise trade. A vessel of similar 
type, though with passenger accommo- 
dations Is now under construction at 
the Mo-ran yards for the Alaska Steam- 
ship company, She is expected to be 
ready for service about August 15. The 
reported charter of the steamer Mari- 
posa Is denied.

Granby. 

At the moment every eye is turned 
towards Granhy. Something has hap- 
pened, though no one seems to know 
what. Shares have fallen from lid to 
■15. What is the matter? Some say, re- 
striction of ore reserves, others, a fall 
in the grade of the ore. if either he 
correct it is serious, for tho smelter 
requires between 2,000 and 3,000 tons a 
day to keep running.

In a Btatoment made public today It 
is officially announced that a new re- 
port about to In- made "will lie disap- 
pointing as to the tonnage of ore avail- 
able tor stoplng, which will probably 
not exceed (1,000,000 tons." An investi- 
gation by a committee of stockholders 
and a thorough house-cleaning seems 
Inevitable for tho Granby. .some 
months ago the statement was made 
that It was being operated simply to 
furnish tonnage for tin- Great Northern 
railway. 

The charges made by the hears tiro 
mor,. remarkable because tin- payments 
of dividends have been resumed within 
the past few mouths, and the plant has 
recently been enlarged so that it is now 
the second largest on Ihe continent and 
the largest In the British empire. Man- 
ager Williams states that at this end 
there Is nothing wrong, mines and smel- 
ter .are all right. The possibility of a 
25 per cent, tax on blister copper en- 
tering the United States, under the new 
tariff, has caused some holders to get 
col, | feet.

The Daly Iteductlon Company. 

The Hedley Gold Mining company's 
reduction works and mine are nllko 
busy these days, but the former excites | 
the most Interest because of the 
changes in progress and to be made, i 
Many new men have been taken on the 
payroll during the past fortnight and 
more are wanted — both surface men and 
mechanics. Most of the work is com- 
pleted on the tramway trestles, tho 
largest of them having been overhauled. 
There arc two smaller ones to do yet. 
but Paul Bradhagen's gang have trans- 
ferred their .activities to excavation 
work around the mill, getting the 
foundations ready for the two 00-foot 
extensions lo the north end. Tho upper 
extension will accommodate the tube 
nulls and Delator tables and on the 
lower one will be two fifty-ton Oliver 
filter presses.

Great Find of MiuoralB. 
News was received at the Grand 
Trunk Pacific offices In Montreal re- 
cently that the engineers working on 
the construction of tho new line, 100 
miles east of Prince Rupert, have dis- 
covered an Immense area of mineralized 
rock, carrying gold values of from $1 
to f40 a ton, and even larger values 
of silver, lead and copper. The main 
lino of the Grand Trunk Pacific cuts 
through the mineralized area, which 
so far as can at present ho ascertained, 
extends from the Kitselas canyon far 
into the interior, through the hills at. 
Hazel ton and the Bablnes and tho Hud- 
son's Bay mountains. At Hazelton tho 
finds include a vein of '.Ml Inches of 
solid galena ore. On Hudson's Bay 
mountain, which lies .lust across tho 
Bulkley valley from the Babine range, 
ore has been found which gives an 
average of (100 per ton In gold, sli- 
ver and lead. Many prospectors are 
now In the district, and considerable 
development work Is being done On the 
numerous prospects. 

In Republic Camp. 
The Insurgent mine, which adjoins 
the Lone Pino on the east, has been put 
In shape for feal mining. It has been 
Idle for a long time. For the last few 
days men have been engaged In clearing 
up the mine, which will shortly be 
o'qulpped with machinery of the latest 
design. The Tom Thumb lessees aro 
loading ore and the Trail smelter has 
agreed to take all the mine can pro- 
duce. Tho New Republic company Is 
milking Its usual shipments, sending 
out an aveage of one car a day. 

The lessees on the North San Poll 
have got the mine In shape to begin 
the drift through the San Poll to its 
own ground. It will he only necessary 
to drive about 50 feet before striking 
the ledge on Its own ground. Working 
through the San Toll tunnel will ma- 
terially aid In the rapid development of 
| the mine. The work done on tho North 
i San Poll consisted of a shaft .about 150 
| feet in depth and some drifting and 
stoplng above that level.

NEW YORK, March 28.— The extent 
of the price declines which were suf- 
fered in the stock market today was re- 
garded ominously. The volume of 
sales was not heavy, and the wise con- 
cessions Which had to he made to ef- 
fect them argued a hollowness of the 
market which had a disquieting effect 
on sentiment. The superficial causes 
which wore advanced In explanation 
were not considered adequate to ac- 
count for the weakness of the market, 
and there were apprehensions of -some 
undisclosed condition which was 
prompting tho withdrawal of effective 
support by the financial powers. 

The extension of the Eastern holiday 
in London to Include the Monday left 
that important source of financial Initi- 
ation closed. The upturn in the wheat 
market directed attention to another 
source of anxiety. The reports coming' 
to hand of wlntor damage to the wheat 
crop have been mitigated, up to this 
time, with assurances of the possible 
restoration of wood conditions by timely 
moisture in the threatened region. The 
news that relieving rains had not been 
forthcoming in the three days tntorval 
In which the stock exchange had been 
closed was seized upon by the bearish 
element In the speculation to force de- 
clines In prices. 

Tho copper securities stood out con- 
spicuously In the day's weakness and 
wero of considerable sympathetic effect 
on the whole list. Advices from Bos- 
ton of a further slump In the price of 
Granby Consolidated Mining in that 
market brought with them largo selling 
orders In other copper stocks. A heavy 
falling off in last week's copper ex- 
ports was an additional item in the 
day's influences against the group. 

None of these factors, nor all of 
them, wero considered sufficient to ac- 
count for the day's weakness. The un- 
supported state of the market aroused 
fears that the general trade and indus- 
trial outlook might contain unpromis- 
ing features which were not liked by 
the influential financial interests with 
the widest source of information. The 
yielding tendency of the tlmo loan mar- 
ket in the subsidence of demand from 
borrowers is pointed out as a possible 
symptom of mercantile activity. 

Bonds wore weak. Total stiles, par 
value, $3,057,000. United States bonds 
wore unchanged on call.

Speaking at the launch of the new 
steamer Prince George at Newcastle 
President Charles M. Hays of the G, 
T.P. said that all his life hud been 
passed in railway business, and he had 
thought that v nearly all the charms of 
business were confined to railways, 
but his visit to Tyneslde had almost 
persuaded him to become a seaman. 
The Prince George and her sister ship 
the Prince Rupert, might be taken as 
representing quite clearly the evolu- 
tion and development of the Far West. 
Fifteen years ago he presumed there 
was hardly a" vessel worthy of being 
called a passenger vessel in tho coast- 
wise service on the Pacific Coast. A 
little later the Canadian Pacific came 
willi What was regarded as a very fine 
fleet for that coast, Including a vessel 
built ai that yard. Today they were 
going a little bit better than anything 
yet .built for the Pacific Coast. Before 
the port or Prince Unpen, to which 
these boats. would sail, was incorporat- 
ed as a city, the order for these ships 
had been given, and the ships were 
half built; before the sale ot' lots even 
had taken place the ships were well 
along, and today the city ill embryo of 
four thousand people awaited the ar- 
rival of these steamers. The citizens 
of Prince Rupert would tell them that 
by the time the ships got there there 
would be five thousand people, and that 
they would have a population of ten 
thousand before the rail was connected 
up between the East and the Western 
termini, an event which It was antlci- 
pated would occur not later than 1912, 
or possibly 1913. Undoubtedly better testants 
services across tin Atlantic would 
come and undoubtedly Nowcastle- 
on-Tyne would get her share in the 
construction of the steamships that
